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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



> The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
present invention is directed towards a method and an apparatus for digitally 
defining a color formed from at least two color models. The closest prior art, 
Gass, Jr. et al. (US 5,822,503) shows a similar system, in which, all 
identifiable colors in the EPS file, such as spot colors and process colors are 
displayed to a color palette, the color palette allows a user to see those colors 
that are needed to print the publication and subsequently modify the colors 
without having to return to the originating program that exported the EPS file. 
However, Gass, Jr. et al. fail to address: " wherein selecting at least one color 
component from a first color model and selecting at least one additional color 
component from at least one other color model and assigning percentages to 
each of said selected color components from said first color model and from 
said at least one other color model to create a user-defined color ". This 
distinct feature has been added to all independent claims and render them 
allowable.
